All the Destruction Was Wrought in a 
Moment—Part of the Townspeop'e 
Blept Unconscious ofthe Terrible Visi- 
tation—Condition of the Injured To-

Rep Bup, Ill., Nov. 18.—The bright sun- 
shine of to-day brings cheer to the stricken 
little city of Red Bud, succeeding the gloom 
following the terrible visitation of yesterday 
morning. The streets are thronged with 
Sightseers who came from the adjacent 
cities and towns to viewthe scene of cesola- 
tion, 

The funeral of Willie Kopp will take place 
this afternoon. Strange to say his mother, 
who was believed by the surgeons to be fatal- 
ly injured, now stands a feeble chance of re- 
covery. 


Mrs. Kardellisnow the mostin danger of 


the wounded sufferers. All*the others are 
feeling better and the victims of fright have 
recovered their self command. 

Last night watchmen patrolled the rav- 
aged district to prevent any danger from 
fire. None of the people had tornado insur- 
ance, as it was believed Red Bud was out of 
the track of cyclones. A fire would, 
therefore, have been more mercl- 
ful than this scourge. Houses which 
were not blown down are so badly shattered 
that they are not safe. Eighty-five houses 
will have to be totally rebuilt. Meanwhile 
that number of families are quartered either 
at the hotels or at neighbors who have littie 
enough room for themselves. 

At a meeting of citizens, presided 
over by the Mayor, it was decided to 
ask assistance from other cities. Food 
and clothing are needed, but shelteris the 
most pressing necessity. 

The blood of Willie Kopp stands ina pool 
where he was Eliled and furnishesa strange 
fascination for the morbidly curious, 

In a very few cases carpenters and bDrick- 
layers were trying to make repairs 
to-day, but as a general thing 
the wreckage is still undlis- 
turbed. Glaziers are in demand, but 
there is no glass in town, twenty-four cases 
not being enough torepair the windows on 
the edges of the storm. 

At Bremen in this county 
tree killed three persons in one 
house. ‘The insurance agents and two 
cantractors investigated the losses here and 
found elghty-four houses totally wrecked 
with twenty more unsafe. They estimated 
houses losses, at insurance rates, at $87,000. 
This does not include household goods, 
fences, broken chimneys and is at adjuster 
figures, sothatitissafe to estimate all dam- 
age at not less than $200,000. 

PATH OF THE STORM. 

The storm cloud first dipped tothe ground 
fen miles southwest ofr the town, It then 
whiried along, and in a moment began the 
work of destruction in the city. Its first 
mark was the two-story residence of Col, 
B.W.Sharp. Then it caughtup and utterly 
wrecked the Catholic Church and School, 
leaving the two-story rectory standing be- 
tween them and higher than either of them, 
intact. The beautiful pine trees and fruit 
trees which filled the church yard were ce- 
stroyed. One block further the residences of 
Merman and Fred Droege were smashed and 
the German M. BE. Church reduced toa shape- 
less heap of brick, nothing being left above 
the foundations. 

A number of stables next went down, 
andthe agricultural warehouse of Claus le. 
terson, a large two-story brick, crumbled, 
destroyinga lotof new buggies and imple- 
ments. The residences of John Lang, Joseph 
Vout, John Landholt and Mrs. Disch were 
next destroyed. The fine two-and-half-story 
stone house of Peter Kardell was crushed like 
aneggshell, and Mrs. Kardell was seriously 
hurt. Mr. and Mrs. L. Bayr were alsoin.- 
jured. Theresidence of J. Hahn next went 
down. lis son, Julius, received severe cuts 
onthe head. The brick building used asa 
dwelling, printing office and press-room of the 
Red Bud Demorcat, was liftedin the airand 
d@ashed down, covering the sleeping inmates 
with brick and mortar, and breaking presses 
and type cases. Mr. and Mrs. Perry and 
Archie Sutherland crawled bruised and 
Dieeding from the debris,“homeless and with- 
out clothing, Mr. Perry being left without 
the means of carrying on his paper. 

The bakery of.L. Kaffenberger and the res!- 
dence of Frank Koth were unroofed. The 
residences of Christ Gaeger, Otto Else, 
Ernest udde and Gus Lollhotfner were next 
wipedout. Christian Mann and Charles Gue- 
bert hed their homes torn from them next 
and Mrs. Fred Havermann, Charles Gidlow, 
H. Hueker, Peter Jennemann and Bicon Du- 
balley suffered the same fate. 

DEATH IN ITS WAKE. 

Mrs. Jacob Knope anid her son Willle, a boy 
of 10 years, were living in a house just 
erected. It was blown into kindling wood, 
Willie was killed by a heavy beam and he 
was found across the street by the side of his 
mother, who was Injured so badly that she 
died in a few hours.

FREAKS OF THE WIND. 

Several curlous things happened. A valu- 
able horse belonging to W. T. Mudd was 
transfixed by a pine plank and plunged 
madiy about until he was caught and killed. 
The house of Prof. T. J. McDonough was in 
the track of the storm, but escaped with the 
exception of windows, plastering, chimneys, 
fences, orchards, etc. From a large stone 
bullding now lying ina heap five parlor chairs 
had been taken by the windand deposited 
without damage in a straight row in the rear 
ofthe lot. Dead chickens and pigs lie every- 
where. Arabbitand chickens were killed in 
one stable, and their companion,a cow, left 
unhurt. 

In many cases people were left unhurt in 
theirbeds while their houses were blown 
halfamileaway. One-third of the people of 
Red ud did pot hear the storm, and rested 
quictly In bed until daylight. Had the tor- 
nado’s track been 200 feet further north the 
business portion of the town would have 
been destroyed. Relief committees have been 
appointed to solicit assistance from the pub- 
lic. Itis belfevedthat Red Bud, which has 
always been prompt to act on calls of dlstress 
fromi elsewhere will not be forgotten. All 
contributions forwarded to the Mayor will be 
placed in good hands, 

WIDE REGION STORM-SWEPT. 

CHuicaGo, Ill., Nov. 18.—The effects of the 
storm of yesterday and lastnight is evident 
in the interruption of telegraphic communi- 
cation with the West to-day. Here in Chicago 
the wind blew at the rate of forty to fifty 
miles per hour at times duringthe night, and 
out on the prairies, where there was nothing 
to break its force, its sweep must have been 
resistless., 

Little or nothing has been heard from the 
storm-swept region. Neither of the tele- 
graph companies has a wire working to st. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth, Sioux City or 
Kansas points. Communication with Kansas 
City isirregularand at times cut off alto- 
gether. The storm seemsto have extended 
eastward also, and the wires are in bad 
shape throughout Ohlo and Indiana. 

In New York state a heavy snow fell, caus- 
Ing the telegraph wires to work hard, and at 
tines cutting off communication entirely. 
storms are alsoreported along the Atlantic 
Coast, south of Richmond. The heaviest 
storm, however, seems to have been 
experienced in the West, extending 
from lllinolis westto the Rocky Mountains, 
south tothe Indian Territory and north to 
the Canadian line. Asall telegraphic com. 
munication with this district is absolutely 
cut off itis impossible to do more than to 
conjecture the amount of damage, which, 
judging fromthe havoc wrought with tie 
telegraph wires, must have been very great. 


HIGH WINDS IN INDIANA. 
ENGLISH, Ind., Nov. 18.—A tornado, which 
continued almost uninterruptedly during 
forty-eight hours, increased in force about 3 
o’clock this morning. The location of English 
in a low valley saved it from serious damage, 
but almost every window and chimney 
top in town is wrecked. the whole 
fronts of the business houses of Joseph 
Finch, Luther Griss and William Temples 
were blown in, Though brakes were set to 
their utmost oncarson the railroad track, 
every car was driven to the west end, 
where the foremost of them bursted 
through the bumpers. John Jones and 
Cassie Forbes, passing over the Blue River 
bridge were biown off the bridge a distance 
of tifteen feet, but before they struck the 
bottom of the river they were 
driven eastward a great distance and 
managed to save themselves. ‘the principal 
loss will be timberin the surrounding coun- 
try. Onone farmtwo hundred large forest 
trees were uprooted. 


MOTHER AND TWO CHILDREN KILLED. 
CHESTER, lll., Nov. 18.—The cyclone which 
did so much damage at Red Bud destroyed 


considerable property here, The storm blew 


down a large tree upon the house of Harman 


Otting at New Paleston, six miles north of 
here and crushed It, Killing Mrs. Otting and 
hertwo children, A great deal of damage 
was sustained by barns, orchards and fences. 


ORCHARDS DESTROYED. 
MASCOUTAH, lll., Nov. 18.—The cyclone that 
passed south of here yesterday morning, be- 
sides unroofing houses, blowing down barns 
and fences, also ruined a number of valuable 
orchards in the southern part of the county. 
In some instances whole orchards were de- 


stroyed, while in other places a tree here and 
there was twistea off near the ground and 
the balance: **»* orchard was not damaged.

AN ARKANSAS CYCLONE. 

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Nov. 18.—A cyclone 
destroyed most of the village of Durham, 
sixteen miles southeast of here about 9 
o’clock Wednesday night. The store house 
of Vanhoose, postmaster, was blown down 
and his goods and post-office blown away. 
The storeof Willams & Basset was badly 
damaged and goods blown away and dam- 
aged by rain that followed. Several persons 
hurt but no one Kilied, The full extent of the 
Gamage is not knowh, 


ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


William Maier Executed at Wheeling 
This Morning. | 


HE MURDERED HIS YOUNG WIFE IN 
APRIL LAST. 


Penalty Imposed for a Cold-Blooded 
Crims—An Englishman on Trial for 
Slaying His Paramour — Nine Stab 
Wounds Ends a Woman’s Liie—Killed 
by Tramps. 


WHEELING, W. Va., Nov. 18.—Wm. Mater, 
the wife murderer, was hanged in the jail 
yard this morning at 11:12 o’clock and was 
pronounced dead in fourteen and one-half 
minutes and at the expiration of thirty-three 
minutes wascut down. His neck was broken 
by the fall and about two seconds afterward 
the rope slipped, causing his toes to touch 
the ground. - Sheriff Steenrod ran up the 
gallows and held him by the rope until it was 


tightened. 

The crime for which Wliillam Maler suffered 

the death penalty to day was the murder in 
cola blood of his young wife, Marie. at 2 
o’clock, onthe morning of April5, 1892, by. 
shooting her four times as she layin bed at 
their home inthiscity. At the same time he 
wounded his little sister-in-law, Katie Yvuhe, 
who was lying at his wife’s side inthe bed. 
@ Maier is ajnative of Wurtemburg, Germany, 
and has been in this country about seven 
years. Heis only 24 years ofage. His victim 
was about three years his junior, was born 
in Woodsfield, 0. Mailer was a baker by 
trade, anda musician, having at one time 
been a member of the Opera House orches- 
tra. The couple had been married about six 
months when the shooting occurred and it 
was known that they did not live happily 
together, quarreling frequently. 

On the night of the murder Mater did not go 
to his work at 10 o’clock, as was his custom, 
but, instead, remained at home playing on 
his cornet until a very late hour. He did not 
gO to bed atall, though his wife and her little 
Sister retired at their usual hvuur. About 
midnight Maier began to change his clothes, 
putting on his best suit, and when his wife 
asked him the meaning of the strange pro- 
ceeding he told her i™ ‘was none of her bus!i- 
ness.’’ He then went out and returned 
about 38 o'clock inthe morning. de had been 
in the room but a few minutes when he 
approached the bed and asked his 
wife to Kisshim. She refused to kiss him 
and he said: ‘‘lIf youdon’t Kiss me now, it 
will be your last chance.’’ Mrs. Maler 
begged him not to hurt her, saying she 
would never speak crossto him again, but 
her husband, crazed with anger, reached 
for his revolver, and after deliberately 
lighting a match to guide his alm, he fired 
four shots at herin quick succession, every 
ball taking effect in her heaa and breast, 
andoneof them also wounding the little 
girl. Mrs. Maier died almost instantly, but 
Mater, without waiting to see the resuit or 
his awful work fled fromthe house, closely 
followed by Katie Yohe, who gave thealarm. 

Though diligent search was made. for the 
murderer, he was not captured until the 13th 
of the month. The circumstances of his 
capture were dramatic. He was seen knee!- 
ing by his wifo’s crave in the cemetery and 
his actions were those ofa man frantic with 
grief. Officers were informed of his presence 
in the cemetery and be was captured after a 
short chase. Maier was tried in July and 
sentenced to be hanged in August. After a 
stay of execution and an argument for a new 
trialand refusal for a further hearing, he 
was resentenved to die to-day. Strong 
efforts were made by friends to secure a com. 
mutation of the sentence on the grounds of 
insanity, but the Governor was deaftoall 
appeals. 


CRITCHLOW ON TRIAL. 


HOMESTEAD 
DOCK. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 18.—The case of Syl- 
vester Critchlow, the first of the Homestead 
strikers, charged with murder, was called 
for trialto-day inthe large criminal court- 
room, before Judge Kennedy. Critchlow Is 
charged with the killing of T. J. Conner, on 
July 6, during theriots at Homestead. The 


case attracted a great erowd andall Home- 
stead seemed to be inthe hall, but an effort 
was made to keep the crowd out of the room. 

The prosecution is represented by District- 
Attorney Burleigh, Messrs, Patterson, Robb, 
Knox and Buck, and the defense by Messrs. 
Argo of Sioux City, Erwinof St. Paul, Mar- 
shall, Moutooth, Reardon, Brennan and 
Cox. 

Critchlow was brought into 
o’clock and was arraigned and pleaded 
not guilty. The work of secur- 
ing a jury §was then commenced, 
The defense has twenty pre-emptory chal- 
lenges and as many as can be chalienged 
for cause, and the prosecution four pre- 
emptory challenges and can stand as many 
aside as it deems proper. 

At this point w. J. Brennan moved to 
quash the inuictment and also’ the array of 
grand-jurors, because said Grand-jury 
was not impartiaily drawn; that 
the slips or rolls of paper 
containilug the names of the jury were not 
uniform, those deposited by Juuge slayle 
Slagle being of different sizes and differently 
folded trom those deposited in the box by the 
Jury Comnilissioners, those deposited by 
Judge Slagle belng turnedjdown at one corner 
and those deposited by ‘the commis- 
sioners being turned down at two 
corners, so that it was an easy 
matter to discriminate. Of the twenty-four 
Grand-jurors, twelve were those whose 
names were deposited by Judge Slagie and of 
the sixty of the panel of the petit-jurors 
twenty-six of them were of those whose 
names were deposited by Judge Slagie. Mr. 
Brennen said he did not wish to reflect on 
anyone, but there wasa fearthat the draw- 
ing may not be fair and impartial. 

District Attorney Burleigh: *‘iIn my opin- 
ion the motion to quash comes too late. The 
defendant has pleaded and has thereby 
waived any right to move to quash.’’ 

Judge Kennedy: ‘*We will let your motion 
be filed. Mark it overruled.’’ 

The Court ordered the motton filed and re- 
fused it. The selection of a jury was then 
commenced. 

The jury as finally obtained consists of 
Peter Roth, stonemason; John Perron, farm- 
er, Shaler Township; Jacob Miller, tarmer; 
Amos Mashey, farmer; C.Wygand,merchant; 
Cc. 8. Eaton, repairman; Christ G. Zende, 
clerk; James M. Wright, farmer; D. J. 
Herelhy, W. 8. Freyvoxel, wiremen; Burns 
Wadsworth and Louls Jackson, merchant. 

When the jury had been completed the 
noon recess Was taken.

TRIAL FOR SWINDLING CONSUL-GENERAL 
RUIZ OF ECUADOR. 


New YorK, Nov. 18.—Bertha Laws was ar- 
raigned in the general session court this 
morning, on the charge of forgery and swin- 
dling Gen. Ruiz, Consul-General for Ecuador, 
out of $30,000. A jury is being impaneled. 
Bertha was Ruiz’ housekeeper and, as Is sup- 
posed, by hypnotie influences induced her 
dupe to believe she was his illegitimate 
daughter. In this way she succeeded in 
fleecing her victim and sharing her gains 
with a dissolute husband, who formerly 
lived in St. Louls, 


CRIME NEWS.

AN ENGLISHMAN OWN TRIAL FOR MURDERING HIS 
PARAMOUR. 


Loxpon, Nov. 18.—The trial of Andrew 


George Macrae for the murder of his para- 


mour, Annie Pritchard, has begun before the 
Northampton Assizes. The case has caused 
much excitement and the court-room was 
packed with people eager to hear the details 
of the crime, The public prosecutor told in 
detail of the relations that had existed be” 
tween the prisoner and Annie * Pritchard 
and of the IJatter’s mysterious § dis- 


appearance. Macrae strenuously pro- 


tests his innocence and claims that 
Annie Pritchard is not dead, but is in Boston, 
Mass. A peculiar feature of the case was 
thata Mrs. Tite, whose daughter formerly 
lived in Northampton, persistently asserted 
that the body was thatof her daughter Kate 
who disappeared from a Servants’ Home in 
Edgewater road In July last. she identified 

art of the clothing found on the body as 
beving belonged to her daughter. A number 
of persons believed that the murdered 
woman might have been the daughter of Mrs. 
Tite, but a short time ago the missing woman 
appeared and removed this element of doubt 
in the case. During the recess for luncheon 
to-day obe of the jurors inthe case eluded 
the bailiff who had them in charge, and was 
absent forsome time, ‘N\hen the court.met 
it was informed of the circumstances. and it 
was decided not to continue the case until 
after further consideration to-morrow. 


FALL RIver, Mass-., Nov. 18.—The Borden 
murders are again the principal subject of 
conversation in this city, and to-day a 
rumor was generally circulated that indict- 
ments may be brought against two persons, 
other than Lizzie Borden, provided the jury 
finds a verdict of guilly against her. These 
persons have been intimately connected with 
the family, more particularly since police 
attention was directed toit. On the stand 
they have proved to be not only will- 
ing,. but even misleading witnesses. The 
closest friends of Miss Borden, who have 
thought the prisoner may possibly be proven 
guilty by the law, h@ve contended all along 
that some kind of @conspiracy must have 
preceded the affair, and that perhaps one, 
probably twe persons talked of to-night were 
accessories before the fact. It is expected 
that the Grand-jury will visit this city to- 
morrow and view the @cene of the murders. 


THIEVES CAGED. 

PLAINFIELD, Conn., Nov. 18.—A gang of 
thieves which has been operating in the 
country surrounding Bolton has just been 
brought to grief by Constable Knowles of 
Quarryville. Last epfing they assembled in 
a cave in Bolton Mountain, and making it 
their rendezvous, went on foraging expedl- 
tions, robbing chicken roosts, «ranaries, 
barns and houses, and always making good 
their escape to thelr almost inaccessible re- 
treat. Constable (owWles and posse sur- 
rounded thecave and stood guard until the 
miscreants were literally starved out. Six 
men were captured @nda large quantity of 
plunder secured. 

CAUGHT SMUGGLING. 

New York, Nov. 18.—Antone Volgt, a 
wealthy wine merchant of Germany, was 
arrested yesterday as he landed from the 
North German Lioyd steamship Havel from 
Bremen, ona charge Of smuggling. On his 
person was found jewelry valued at $2,000, 
The packages were labeled on the outside 
‘*August Busch, care of Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Co., St. Louls, Mo.’’ The valuables 
were intended, Mr. Voight said, as Christmas

Knights of Labor Ordered to With- 
draw From the Miners’ Union. 


IMPORTANT SESSION HELD TO-DAY BY 
THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 


The Report of the Committee on Laws 
Not Yet Disposed Of—John Davis of 
the Executive Board Arrivas—The 
Banquet Last Night—Speeches of J. 
R. Sovereign and Powderley. 


Brother J. R. Sovereign of Iowa woke up 
this morning and found himself famous 
among the Knights of Labor as an after- 
dinner oratorand humorist, He has hereto- 
fore in his own State enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of being a good speaker, 
but the brethren of the order from remote 
parts of the country were not aware that he 
was anything Hke a top-sawyer. To-day 
many of the membDers of the General Assem- 
bly think that by comparison with Mr. 
Sovereinger Chauncey Depew is not 
in it for full-stomach oratory. 
Last night the labor knights forgot 
for the time all about labor and the dull care 
that hangs over the lives of those who earn 
their Deaad by the sweatof the brow, and 
enjoyed a royal good time at a banquet given 
by District Assemblies 4 and 206 at Con- 
cordia Hall, Chouteau avenue. Grand Master 
Workman Powderly made a speech, after a 
very complimentary introduction by Owen 
Miller, Master of Ceremonies, and, as 
ususual, the chiefofthe Order of Knights of 
Labor spoke thoughtfully and well, touching 
upon the oppression of the laboring classes 
by capital, the injustice donetothe poor by 
acorrupt judiciary and the succession of 
offenses against the people by political par- 
tiles. 

Mr. Powderly paid a glowing tribute to the 
People’s party, denounced Pinkertonism and 
declared that it was the work of the Knights of 
Labor more than the Homestead affair,which 
had brought aboutthe recent revolution in 
the politics of the country. Butthe bon mot 
of the banquet was the re- 
sponse of Brother Sovereign to the 
apparently dry toast ‘‘Labor and Machin- 
ery.’’ There was little labor or grinding in 
tne address. The speaker was equally nappy 
in discussing the invention of telegrapnhy, by 
which the San Francisco papers were enabled 
to get possession of the wording of the resig- 
nation of James G. Blaine from Harri- 
son’s Cabinet two hours before it was 
written and in reciting how St. Louls dudes 
could eat spring chickens that were orphans 
three weeks before they were hatched. He 
said that it used to take cream, a churn and 
a gocod woman to make butter, but that by 
the progress of the tlme the cotton seed of 
the South and the domestic soap grease of 
the West could be transformed into a kind of 
butter that the fiVe senses of man could not 
detect from the genuine article. Fish were 
lured into nets by electricity as easily as 
workingmen formerly were by Democrats 
and Republicans. The speaker’s long list of 
amusingly put contrasts between the old and 
the new processes of reaching the same re- 
sults kept the banqueters Rae 
roar of laughter and made them 
wonder at his readiness, for the 
speech was impromptu, the banquet having 
only been announced yesterday during the 
labors of the convention. Good speeches 
were also made by James A. Wright on the 
‘*Boycott’’ and P.J.McGutre on the ‘*Knights 


of Labor.’’ 
GOT UP LATE. 

This morning the delegates were nearly all 
late getting down to breakfast at the 
Laclede. They made their appearance one 
ata time, witha Why-am-I-here expression 
on the face and a red giare of the eye. 
Secretary Hayes had to wrestle with the 
minutes of yesterday’s session after return- 
ing from the banquet, and started for Wal- 
halla hall at 9:30, whistling, ‘‘O! What 
a Difference in the Morning.’’ It was ll 
o’clock before the convention was called to 
order, and the Knights buckled down to 
work once more. 

John Davis of the Executive Board was 
present forthe firsttime, He arrived this 
morning from Kansas and went to the La- 
clede. Mr. Davis is the newly elected Con- 
gressinan from the Fifth Kansas District. He 
ran on the People’s ticket, and was elected 
by a plurality of 1,300 and a majority over 
the Republican, Democratic and Prohibition 
candidates of 200. 

The report of the Committee on Law has 
not yet been disposed of. It is a lengthy 
document and presents many important 
changes to the constitution. Almost every 
amendment suguested by the committee 
causes lengthy discussion and slow progress 
has been made with the work. After finish- 
ing it the convention will consider the 
report of the Committee on Finance 
and then the election of officers will follow, 
‘Then there will be reports from five commit. 
tees to be disposed of and many other mat- 
ters of more or less importance. The Knights 
have again changed their minds about being 
able to adjourn on Saturday night, as it now 
seems impossible for them to get through 
with the work by that time. 

A SPEECH FROM CONGRESSMAN DAVIS, 

During the forenoon the delegates who had 
extended a hearty welcome to Congressmaa- 
elect Davis, called upon him fora speech. 
‘Lhey are enthustastic over the success of the 
Pecple’s ticket in Kansas, and 
wanted to hear from the man who 
had been the party’s standard bearer. 
Mr. Davis madeiajneat address to the con- 
vention, in which he spoke of the work ac- 
complished already vy the Populists and of 
its future prospects. 

In his reportto the convention the other 
day General Master Workman Powderly 
recommended that National Trade Assembly, 
No. 135, miners, be instructed to withdraw 
from the United Mine Workers of America. 
Three years agothe National Trade Associa- 
tion and the Miners’ Progressive Union 
united and formed the Un Mine Workers 
of America. Since that time, it is claimed 
that the officers of the united pane ears used 


of the officers this has been changed anda 
now the union men outnumber the Knights. 
The General Assembly took up this portion 
of the Vaster Workman’s report, and it was 
roposed to instruct the knights to withdraw 
rom the U. M. W. of A. Forcible speeches 
were made in support of this proposition, 
The grand prevalling sentiment was thata 


»policy of conciliation had been tried long 


pe and it was declared by one speaker 
that the fairand honorable proposals made 
by the order to the Federation had been met 
by subterfuge and treacherous conduct. It 
was time thatthe Knights of Labor ghould 
stand for the principles of the order and 
cease deferring to ‘‘people whose main ob- 
ject wastoinjure the order,’’ The discus- 
sion brought round many members who sere 
formerly in favor of sending a friendly offer 
of alliance with the Federation and they also 
took the ground that enough of that 
sort of conciliatory work had been done, 
It was asserted that while the National Trade 
Assembly had been almost obliterated the 
union was nothing but a ‘‘skeleton organiza- 
tion on paper.’’ The convention did not fin- 
ish its discussion of this matter before ad- 
journing for recess. Itis looked uponasa 
matter of far-reaching results affecting the 
future policy of the two great labor organ- 
izations of the country in their relations with 
each other,

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PINKERTON INVESTIGATED. 


How the Mercenary Army Is Equipped 
for War. 

CHicaco, Nov. 18.—In the Pinkerton inves- 
tigation to-day, Senators Peffer and Gallin- 
ger questioned Capt. P. Foley, a Chicago Pin- 
kerton official. The Captain was asked 
whether the Pinkerton fagency had a stack 
of arms. He replied that they had 400 
rifles and 2,000 revolvers, but that the men 
had strict orders not touse arms except to 
defend themselves. In reply to questions 
put by Senator Peffer, Capt. Foley described 
the theory of evictions in mining camps.. He 
sald that agents were engagedin this work. 
Evictions were not made without legal 
processes, but the Sheriff of the county 
was unable to serve the papers without as- 
sistance from the Pinkerton men, because 
those who were not in sympathy with them 
would not. Referring tothe H, 0. Frick Coke 
Co. trouble of several months ago, witness 
was asked whether the men went to 
Pennsylvania under arms. He replied that 
they did not take arms, but 
that they were armed at Pittsburg with 
Winchesters sent in advance from Chicago. 
He satd that Mr. Pinkerton’s orders were 
that they should bearmed with clubs only, 
and Mr. Foley confessed that he disobeye 
orders in causing the4men to take Winches- 
ters. But he did so to save life and to pre- 
vent disorder. He said that miners and iron 
men were only in terror of force, and that 
the law and officers of {he law were matters 
of indifference to them,

A FOURTH STREET FIRE. 


An Early Morning Blaze Which for a 
Time Threatened Great Destruction. 


Shortly before 8 o’clock this morning fire 
broke out in the second story of No. 417 North 
Fourth street, occupied by the A. R. Brooks 
Jewelry Co. and Brooks Bros. & Co., notions 
and fancy goods. The blaze was first discov- 
ered by Officers Delaney and Crane, 
who noticed the reflection of the 
flames in the windows on the 


opposite side of the street. Officer Crane im- 
mediately ran over to the engine-house at 
Third street and Washington avenue and 
gavethe alarm, subsequentiy sending ina 
second alarm fromthe corner of Sixthand 
St. Charles street. 

By the time the engines arrived the flames 
were burning fiercely and for atimeit seemed 
almost certain that someof the adjoining 
properties would become involved. Some 
alarm was felt lestthe large establishment 
of the Kennard Carpet Co., which is situated 
immediately opposite the alley and at the 
point where the flames were burning the 
most fiercely, should also take fire. The 
timely arrival of the Fire Department pre- 
vented this, and through their efforts the 
flames were confined for the most part to the 
second floor where they originated. 

Brooks Bros. &Co.’s stock of notions and 
fancy goods will be almostatotal loss. Ar- 
ticles that were not damaged by the fire were 
completely saturated by water. The third 
floor of the building ts occupied by the West- 
ern Oorset Co., whose stock is 
considerably damaged by smoke and wa- 
ter, and the American Embroidery 
Co. This latter concern is in the hands of 
the Sheriff, owing, it 1s said, tothe duplicity 
of the so-called Baron Joseph Oerth, who re- 
cently left for parts ‘unknown, taking with 
him some $18,000 belonging to his partner and 
friends. A watchman named Hoben, who 
was placed in charge of the embroidery com- 
pany’s stock by the Sheriff, and a cutter em- 
ployed by the Western Corset Co. were on 
the thira floor of the bulliing when the fire 
started. Tney succeeded in making their es- 
cape just before the arrival of the engines. 

The ground flour is occupied by Hirschl & 
Bendheim, wholesale tobacco and cigars. 
Their stock suffered considerable damage 
from smoke and water. Thestock of the 
American Oak Leather Co. andofthe Day 
Rubber Co. on each side of the burnt bulld- 
ing also suffered slightly. It is expected 
that the total damage done will amount 
to about $30,000 and is supposed to be almost 
all covered by insurance. The building, 
owned by the O'Fallon estate, was only 
Slightly damaged. ° 

The origin ofthe fireis a mystery. Officer 
Crane ig of the opinion that it broke out ina 
wooden freight elevator running up the out- 
side in the rear of the building. In confirma- 
tion of this theory he quotes the fact that the 
two men in the building at the time first at- 


| tempted to make their escape through a rear 


window, but were driven back by the flames.

THE CITY COUNSELOR’S OPINION. .« 


Responsibility of the Rallways in Street 
Reconstruction. 


City Counselor Marshall this morning for- 
warded to Street Commissioner Murphy an 
opinion as to the amount in which street 
railroad companies were liable for the im- 
provements on streets occuplea by their 
tracks. This action was the result of acom- 
munication from the attorneys of the Missouri 
Railroad Co, to the Street Department, asking 


foran opinion on the matter. The company 
recently secured the passage of ordinances 
by the council authorizing them tolay tracks 
on Olive street from Vandeventer avenue to 
Boyle avenue, andon Manchester road, be- 
tween Clayton avenue and Chouteay. Prop- 
erty owners along the line of the above 
tracks contended that the railroad company 
was responsible for the paving and grading 
of sixteen feet of the roadway. The com- 
pany claimed that they were only liable for 
the conaition of fourteen feet. 

Mr. Marshall, after giving at some length 
the grounds upon which he bases his opin- 
ion, decides in favor of the rallroad company 
as follows: 

**I conclude, therefore, that the obligation 
of the rallroad as to Manchester road isto 
reconstruct the roadbed between the rails 
and twelve inches on the outside 
of each rail, with the same ma- 
terial that is used on dDalance 
of roadway; but that if there is a double 
track, and the space between the tracks ex- 
ceeds two feet then the cost of reconstruct- 
ing suchexcess cannot be charged against 
the rallroad, but must follow the usual course 
in such cases,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 18.—A serious out- 
break among the Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
tribes in the Indjan Territory is threatened, 
and men familiar with their ways declare 
that unless prompt action Is taken by Uncle 


Sam 3,000 redskins will be on the war path by 
Jan. 1. Since July 1 the Government has 
been giving the Indians only half rations, for 
the reason that they were expected toaidin 
their own support by cultivating thelr lands, 
The attempts of the red men in this direction 
have been miserable iailures on ac- 
coant of their ignorance of hus- 
bandry, and hundreds of them are 
in actual distress.

CONTENTION OVER THE PRESS BILL 
ASD CANAL SCANDALS. 


The Government Attacked at Every Fa- 
vorable Opportunity—Fall of the Lou- 

. bet Ministry Predicted by the Radical 
Papers— Uruguay Creates a New De: 
partment—General Foreign News. 


Paris, Nov. 18.—Most of the papers here in 
commenting on the debate on the press bill 
inthe Chamber of Deputies are unanimous 
in the opinion that the speech of Prime Min- 
ister Loubet yesterday secured the sympathy 
of a majority of the members of the Cham- 
ber, who, they declare, are now disposed to 
vote confidence in the Government. The 
Radical and Oonservative press, however, 
continue to predict the defeat of the Ministry 
on the press bill unless the measure is 
amended. As it now stands the bill places 
power in the hards of the Government to 
suppress violent Anarchist newspapers. 

The opponents of the measure declare that 
such arbitrary power must not be placed in 
the hands of the Government; it is a blow at 
the liberator of the press; that Anarchists 
and not journalists should be punished. 
M. Loubet ts President of the Council and 
Minister of the Interior. He claimed In his 


contribution forthe bill that its aims was 


solely the restriction and suppression of 
crime, and would not abridge the rights of 
any citizen of the Republic. 

But whether or not the Ministry falls on 
this measure, there is another more menac- 
ing danger toits life. This is the determina- 
tion to|/prosecute the Panama Canal directors, 
While it is possible that, now the directors 
aretobe proceeded against judicially, the 
Ministry may refuse to discuss the canal 
question. Many, perhaps a majority, of 
the Deputies are opposed tothe prosecution 
and will attack the Government on the 
question at every favorable opportunity dur- 
ing the debate on the press bill. 

Should the Ministry fall it is yet impossible 
to predict the composition of the new Cabl- 
net.

SOUTH AMERICAN STATES. 


DEPARTMENT OF ENGINEERS ADDED TO THE 
URUGUAY, GOVERNMENT. 

MONTEVIDEv, Nov. 16.—Uruguay has estab- 
lished a National Department of Engineers 
under the control of the Minister of Promo- 
tion. The new department will take charge 
of the construction and maintenance of all 
railroads, public highways, canals, both for 
navigation and irrigation, all works for the 
improvement ofthe rivers and harbors and 
the repair, construction and control of all 
public buildings. The surveys of public 
Jlands and other matters pertaining to 
the development of the resources of the 
country will be specially under its charge, 
and provision is made for the preparation 
and pudlication of statistics and other tnfor- 
mation which it may gather. The various 
Matters pertaining to navigation, such as 
locatingand maintaining light-houses, in- 
spection of boilers, and other apparatus on 
steamships, are placedin itscareas well as 
the control of the steam, electric and other 
motors on the railroads. The industrial 
establishments and mines of the country will 
be supervised by the department, which will 
take the place of the former bureau of public 
works, of public roads and of mine inspec- 
tion. Thenew department will have four

bridges, public roads and topography, arch-

AN EXCITING DEBATE. 

VALPARAISO, Ohili, Nov. 18.—There was an 
exciting debate inthe Chamber of Deputies 
on the vote of confidence in the ministry. 
The Conservative leader Dales Walker-Mar- 
tinez said his party was not antagopisticto 
the ministry, and would withdraw all oppos!- 
tion, ifthe two Intendants, who interfered 
in the recent elections, were dismissed. This 
the ministry declined to do. Asthey havea 
majority in the Chamber now of four or five, 
the vote of confidence will be sustained. The 
Chilian Senate has approved the Bacourt 
Errazuriz protocol, anditnow goes to the 
President for hig signature. 


GERMAN SUCIALISTS. 


TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN THE BERLIN CON- 
FERENCE. 

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—In the Soctlallist confer- 
ence to-day Herr LiebDknecht read a paper on 
state socialism. He said that military 
men of exalted rank had told 
him that they were not hostile 
to the Socialists. They agreed with the 
Socialists on economic questions and would 
be willing to support State socialism, but 
they rejected the Democratic principles of the 
party. Liebknecht predicted that there would 
finally be a struggle between social democ- 
racy and state socialism. He offered a reso- 
lution to the effect that state socialism is a 
system of semi-measures, that while social 
democracy is revolutionary, state socialism 
is conservative. 

Herr Volimar seconded the resolution in an 
address in which he referred to the quarrel 
which had existed between Liebknecht and 
himself in relation to their respective views. 
The quarrel had been a theoretical one, but 
Liebknecht had not acted as an experienced 
journalist should. 

Herr Bebel said the quarrel had been begun 
by Vollmar and he (Bebel) had opposed Voll- 
marin the matter, but the affair was now 
settled and disunion had vanished. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


CONDITION AND PROSPECTS OF THE CUBAN 
CANE FIELDS. 

HAVANA, Nov. 18.—The first sugar cane 
contracts made public this season were 
closed at Guarerases in the Province of Ma- 
tansas. They are on a basis of Ble to5% 
arrobes of a centrifugal sugar to be delivered 
at Matansas for each 100 arrobes of cane de- 
livered at the side of the mill. 

The first fire of importance in the cane 
‘fields reported this season occurred at the 
end oflast month on the plantation Santa 
Lucia at Gibara. The conflagration, which 
is said to have been of lucendlary 
origin, caused the total loss of 
about 20,000 arrobes of standing cane. There 
is still a wide difference in the estimates of 
the coming sugar crop. On one hand the 
fine appearance in the cane at Remedios 
gives rise to the belief that the crop will ex- 
ceed that of last season by from 10 to 15 per 
cent, while on the other it Is asserted by 
s0me persons who claim to be well posted 
that in the province of Matansas there will be 
a decrease of 15 per cent. 


REFRACTORY ABBOTT PUNISHED. 

BupA PEsTH, Nov. 18.—The abbottof Ko- 
morne has been deprived ofhis ecclesiasti- 
cal functions and condemned to imprison- 
ment for one month for refusing to certify to 
the baptism ofchildren born of mixed mar- 
riages. Thisisthe first instance ofsuch a 
case being punished by imprisonment. AIl- 
ready the court has fined the abbott and he 
has appealed. 


ASSAULTED BY CHINAMEN. 

SHANGHAI, NOv. 18.—Bishop Hughes gives 
an account of a Chinese attack made at 
Ngantinghsien, Shanghai, last August, upon 
him and an Englishman belonging to the 
French Franciscans’ Mission. A horde of 
fanatics dragged him throug&a public street, 
and then, efter stoning him, left tiim for 
dead. The local authorities took steps to 
punish the ringleaders, but unless the Euro- 
pean governments act with vigor there wlll 
be no safety for Europeans in China away 
from treaty ports. 


HIS WOUNDS FATAL. 

PARIS, NOV. 18.—A telegram from Dahomey 
announces the deathof the Jewish Captain, 
Gremieux-Foa, who was wounded inan en 
gagement with the Dahomeyans in the latter 
part of October. The Captalin first came into 
prominence during the anti-semitic agitation 
In Paris last summer, being mixed up it sev- 
eral duels, 


FAVORS ANNEXATION. 

St. Jonn, New Brunswick, Nov. 18.—The 
election fora Member of Parilament for St. 
John which takes place next Tuesday ex- 
cites considerable interest from the fact that 
George Robertson, the regular conservative 
candidate, has been an advocate of annexa- 
tion and asa member of the St. John Board 
of Trade, of which he is president, has given 
utterance to the opinion that Canada should 
become a part of the United States. 


CHOLERA INCREASING. 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 18.—The cholera 
continues to increase in virtflence here, and 
the people are alarmed at the fresh outbreak. 
It is urged that the most stringent measures 
be adopted to prevent the spread of the d!s- 
ease. The Xovosti dwelis upon the necessity 
foran international agreement that a com- 
mon stand can be taken against the scourge. 
Five employesinabrush factory at Pont de 
Marco, near Lillie, France, died inthe past 
two daysof a mysterious illness resembling 
the plague. The victims had been engaged 
priorto their illness inserting bristles im- 
ported from Persia. The factory has been 
closed. 


ANARCHY CHASING, 

WARSAW, Nov. 18.—Eight men who are sus- 
pected being of Nihilists have been arrested 
at Dosnowica near Lublin, ninety-five miles 
southwest of this city; They are charged 
with stealing a quantity of dynamite froma 
coalmine. The Berlin police have raided a 
number of houses suspected to be haunts of 
Anarchists. They succeeded in captuwPing 
several Anarchists and seized all the papers 
they could find.

FOR IRISH FREEDOM, 


New Organization Effscted to Carry on the 
Work. 


New YOrK, Nov. 18.—A morning paper pub- 
lishes the following: A new organization 
having for its object the freedom of Ireland, 
has just been formed in this city 
by the members of .the Irish- 
Kepublican Brotherhood, The men 
inthe new insurrectionary movement were 
prontinent in Irelandinthe uprising of 1863 
and 1867, and some of them suffered im- 
prisonment and faced death for loyalty to 
the land of their nativity. On the 
death of Parnell the Irish Republican 
Brotherhood refused to hold communication 
withthe Irish Parllarmentary party led by 
Mr. Timothy Healy and others, whom they 
accused of being renegades and blamed them 
for the premature death of the Irish leader. 
The Clan-Na-Gael is also distrusted by the 
new organization, who believe the Clan-Na- 
Gael a drag on the efforts for Irish 
freedom. The new departure is intended 
to supercede both organizations. It 
is to be a secret revolutionary organization, 
whose principal defined objects are to assist 
:‘the men In the gap’’ with money, men and 
arms, whose motto will be the freedom of 
Ireland. A circular has been issued under 
the motto *‘Semper Et Ubique Fidelis,’’ call- 
ing upon all Irishmen who love their father- 
land to come forward and helpin the move- 
ment; denouncing the political wae 
of the Court of Rome an 
its nefarious interference in Irish 
national affairs, and claiming that English 
gold and ae intrigue rules in me 
when Ireland is concerned. The President of 
the organization is Mr. Carroll anda } 
the other men identified with the move 
are J. Timmons, Vice-President; P. J. Hay- 
virne, Financial Secretary; &. vanaugnh, 
Recording secretary; wa Whelan, 
‘Treasurer, and M. Breslin, E. P. 8t.

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THE PHILADELPHIA ARRIVED. 


Story of Her Adventures in Venezuslan 
Waters. 

QUARANTINE, S. I., Nov. 18.—The Red ‘‘*D’’ 
steamship Philadelphia dropped anchor off 
Quarantine at 9:30 0’clock to-night. Among 
the passengers from La Guayra was Senor 
Mijares, lately Governor of Caracas, Ven- 


ezuela. 

Senor Mijares has got the Red ‘‘D’’ steam- 
ship lineinto trouble and incidentally has 
caused the United States Government some 
uneasiness. The story of the Philadelphia’s 
eventful tripisas follows: At Curacoa the 
Philadelphia took on board Senor Mijares, 


who wasinexile. As Mijares had been Gov- 
ernor of Caracas under the old government 
he fled the country tosave himself from pun- 
ishment and landed in Curacoa, 

Mijares embarked for New York in the 
Philadelphia which arrived at La Guayra 
Nov. 10. It was the intention of Capt. Cham- 
bers to get his passengers and mails and 
steam away for New York the same day, but 
when the Venezuelan authorities learned 
that Senor Mijares was on board they de- 
manded that he be delivered tothem, Capt. 
Chambers replied that Mijares was a regular 
passenger on board an American ship and 
was entitled to the protection of the Amert- 
can flag. The register of the Philadelphia 
had been deposited in the Custom-house as 
required by the flaws of Venezuela. When 
Capt. Chambers refused to deliverup Mijares 
the authorities gave notice that they would 
keep the ship’s register and thus prevent her 
from sailing. 

PrP. C. Hanna, the American Consul at La 
Guayra, declared thatif the Oustom-house 
refused to give upthe register he would dlis- 
patch the vessel witha consular certificate. 

The argument of the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment was that Mijares was not merely a po- 
litical refugee who had the right to the 
protection of any flag that would harbor 
nim, but that while Governor of Caracas he 
had been guilty of stealing horses belonging 
to private individuals.

NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Successful Test of American-Made Armor- 
Piercing Projectiles. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.—Secretary 
Tracy has hada consultation with the repre- 
sentatives of the Carpenter Steel Co. at 
Reading relative to the supply of armor- 
piercing projectiles for naval use. The steel 
men said that the quality of the projectiles 
was being constantly improved, and sub- 
mitted to the Secretary the results of recent 
experiments, which appear to bear out their 
claim that with only two years’ experience 
an American company is now manufacturing 
armor-plercing projectiles equal to the best 


holtzer shells, with prospects of considerably 
improving on the present output. 

Lieut. Peary will make another attempt to 
reach the north pole, The National Academy 
of Sciences of Philadelphia, which is plan- 
ning the exploration of the northern coast of 
Greenland, has asked leave of absence of 
three years for Mr. Peary. Secretary Tracy 
stated very positively yesterday that he 
would not grantit. It ls understood that Mr, 
Peary will resign his commission in the 
navy.°
